NEW YOR K t. kP) - Eighteen 
plants of the U.S. R ubljer C'o.. 
from coast to coast, were closed 
Friday by a strike of 27,000 uniojp 
production workers. Picket lines 
were .set up shortly after the mid­ 
night expiration of their contract. 
No further bargaining se.ssions 
were scheduled between the com­ 
pany and the United R ubber Work­ 
ers. although the union said it is 
ready to resume peace talks at 
any time. They were broken off at 
midnight, after a marathon ses­ 
sion failed to solve the deadlock.

Moorefield 
Poultry Plant 
Is Modernized 


IOO Employes 
Return To Work 


MOOREFIELD - Slightly over 
a hundred of Moorefield and area 
citizens returned to work Monday 
at the rebuilt Rockingham Poul­ 
try Marketing Cooperative dress­ 
ing plant which had been closed 
since late December. The entire 
plant has been rebuilt and re­ 
modeled to meet federal inspec­ 
tion requirements which became 
mandatory January I for inter­ 
state shipment* of dressed poul­ 
try. The present Moorefield plant, 
one of six operated by Rocking­ 
ham. it one of the most modern 
in the country. 
j 
As the workers become adept 
and minor adjustments are made 
on the production line the broilers 
will he unloaded, processed, chill­ 
ed packed and ready for ship- 
iment in refrigerated trucks with 
in one hour at a rate of 38 OOO 
birds per day. 
j 
The broilers are received on 
the unloading platform, immedi­ 
ately placed hanging head down 
on mot mg shackles to the line 
where they are killed by experts 
using special knives and tech­ 
niques which in severing certain 
nerves relaxes the bird so that 
the feathers are removed easily. 
The kill line is colored gray and 
is called the gray line. Contin­ 
uing down the gray line the birds 
are carried twice through the 
scald.ng operation and into the 
machine* which remove the tea 
(hers 
These ingenuous machines 
flail the carcass with special soft 
rubber arms or strips which re­ 
move the feather* first in a head 
down position and again in a 
head up position. 
The feathers are floated away 
into special flumes where they 
are strained from the water and 
taken 
to 
another 
Rockingham 
plant and preceded into feather 
mea! 
The feather meal is fed 
to broilers as an additive to 
their diet. 
From the gray line the broiler* 
are tran*ferred to one of two 
eviscerating line* 
one painted 
orange and one green 
A* the carcass travels down 
the eviscerating line the giblet* 
are removed and the viscera sent 
into another flume and eventually 
collected along with the heads 
and feet, chilled for shipment to 
another Rockingham prote«*ing 
plant to be made into fertilizer 
and dog food. 
A special cut is made in the 
broiler carcass for the removal 
of the viscera which leave* the 
bird whole but entirely clean 
The bird* continue down the line 
to a special machine which re­ 
moves the head and to another 
which removes the feet. The Lne 
next carries the broiler* to a chill 
machine which tumbles the birds 
in ice water for 30 minute*. Atter 
emerging from the chill tank* the 
broiler! are placed on the drip 
line or blue colored conveyor and 
brought back to a point where 
the giblets are placed in the car­ 
cass wrapped in parchment pa­ 
per. 
The broilers are in>pe< ted at 
all phases of the operation down 
to the fna! line where they are 
placed on a rapidly moving line 
and weighed electronically m'o

As the birds are released 
according to weights they are 
dropped into tanks and are im- 
media’ely crated in lavers of 
shaved ice for shipment.

The railroad’s final passenger 
coach was removed from its run 
yesterday after it completed 
round trip from Elkins to Our* 
bin.

Railway instituted 
passenger trains between Cum­ 
berland and Elkins in August 
1887. and shortly afterward the 
WVC and PR extended its tracks 
47 miles south to Durbin. This 
road was acquired by the WesU 
em Maryland in 1906.

Public 
Service Commission order last 
week followed closely on the 
heels of a West Virginia Supreme 
Court of Appeals decision on an 
appeal from an earlier decision 
by the PSC.

Hackneyed Arguments 


Many words and phrases have become not only 
p.sr? of the language but of the tradition of our people. 
The Stars and StnpC5 Forever" may be square talk 
to the hep-cat.s. but it has to do with the heart and 
soul of our national life. 
in a letter to the editor of rhe Wa-ihington Post 
=nd Timc.s-Herald, Abraham Finkel obJecU. to hack- 
nrved arguments. 
In fact, he is “ quite weary of 
iCi'eatedly being conlronled with“ the .smug conten- 
t'on that “ freedom of religion does not imply freedom 
from religion." 


He should read the p.svt hologist, Erich Fromm, 
who makes quite a to-do about the distinction be­ 
tween freedom from and freedom to. Perhaps in 
this distinction lies the essence of what we may, 
to use another hackneyed phrase, call the .American 
wav of life. So different are American wavs that 
m.inv foreigners find them very disturbing and 
disorderlv. \>t. we mar»age to get along fairly well 
despite the seeming disorder. 


• Freedom to* docs of course not mean the legal 
and moral right to do as one pleases. Were it to mean 
that, not a single newspaper could be publi.shed or 
television act shown or speech delivered. For freedom 
requires restraint. This was one of the problems of 
the I94d's when we were at war. It was not possible. 
?vcn within the widest bounds of constitutional free­ 
dom to act as a .spy for another country, to make a 
private decision on a public matter .such as giving 
the A-bomb to Soviet Russia “ as a just act due an 
ally" 
Freedom from" i.'- more a moral than a legal 
question, a.s restraint always !'>, When rc^-traint col- 
lap-'cs and each per.son, in freedom, gr>es hus own way. 
anarchy can take the place of order 
Such a condiUon 
already cxi.sts in many American homes in which a 
first wife, for instance, the mother of the children, 
publicly congratulates the “ home-wrecker“ —to use a 
nackneyed expression—for wrecking so efficiently, 
“ Freedom to” is very different from “ freedom 
from" and here we come lo .Kbraham F'inkcl’s prob­ 
lem 
For w'hat he desires, according to his letter, is 
respwt for nonbelievers. He says: 
. . If we cannot rc.speci the views of non­ 
believers because of their small numbers, it is indeed 


3 very small step to the disrespect of any minority 
religion ■’ 
Actually we are not called upon to respect the 
views of “ bclievcr.s" or “ nonbelievers." Each man has 
the constitutional freedom to believe what he wishes 


10 believe, but no one has the freedom to impose 
respect for anybody's beliefs. This hackneyed word. 
re.spect. which’ Finkc! uses, is, of cour.se. extremely 
Important and vigorous in any moral system, but it 
is not essential to respect another man’s religion any 
more than another man's point of view in politics, 
economics or blondc.s. In fact, if one is utterly sincere 
about what he assumes to he the truth, he must, 
because of his sincerity, oppo.sc whatever he believes 
to be untruth. 
Tolerance for all ideas and beliefs 
leads to nihilism which is characteristic of the current 
Beatniks. 
For example, nobody was required tn respect the 
ideas of Emma Goldman and .Alexander Bcrkman. In 
fact, re.spect for such ideas was made illegal and 
those who do may be imprisoned as anarchists. Is it 
required for a devout believer in a God who controls 
the universe and all that is therein to give way before 
the atheist or agnostic? 


We suffer today not from intolerance but from 
m 
excessive tolerance. We have permitted our edu- 
ealionpl system to be watered down to meet the 
reouircmcnts of the dullest and slowest on some 
notion of the equality of intelligence, until at this 
moment, we have discovered ourselves in peril of 
mass ignorance, perhaps best described in “ Li’l 
Abner" when the stalwart galoot does not know 
the ddfercnee between Rome, the traditional cen­ 
ter of Western humanism, and its namesake in 
Georgia. 


There is too much history on the side of destroyed 
civilizations not to recognize the perils of syncretism 
which ends up in a kind of intellectual rock-n-roll. 
Those who are frightfully worried about the “ separa­ 
tion of church and state," might give some thought», 
to the collapse of the American family, the increase 
in divorce, the enormous increase of out-of-wedlock 
births, the rise in juvenile crimes and ask whether 
religion, even as a functional tool of propriety, might 
not yet »save our society.

WASHINGTON - Konrad Ade­ 
nauer’s proposed resignation as 
Chancellor of the West German 
Republic is being hailed errone­ 
ously in some parts of the world, 
particularly 
England, 
as

forerunner of a change in policy 
by his country. The cry is heard 
that he had been “ inflexible” or 
“ too rigid." These are the same 
words often applied to the posture 
of .Jolin *^oster Dulles, the Amer­ 
ican Secretary of State.

which 
come 
from wishful thinkers who want 
to see the west make a “ deal" 
of some kind with Moscow. These 
are the people who still have 
faith in the Communist promises 
or the Soviet signatures on agree­ 
ments 
^ 
It s strange how many influen­ 
tial persons on the 'Western side 
seem to have been duped by 
Soviet promises even in the face 
of 
the 
numerous 
agreemen‘s 
made by Moscow that have been 
violated 
Mr. Adenauer himself in his 
latest address to the people of 
West Germany .says 
“ I have sometimes asked my­ 
self whether there are not some­ 
where 
some 
wirepullers 
who 
diligently try to damage rela­ 
tions between the British people 
and the German people, and for 
iniernational political reasons ” 
The Chancellor mentioned the 
criticism in Britain because of 
his unwillingness lo make con­ 
cessions to the Soviet point of 
view. There have been editorials 
recently in the British press at­ 
tacking Adenauer. 
It seems incredible that, while 
the 
formal statements of the 
Western governments are couch­ 
ed in phrases of unity; there is 
a tendency in the press to report 
here and there undercurrents of 
appeasement.

criticism of Adenauer or Dulles 
or anyone else who stands m the 
way of appeasement.

They 
are looking to the results of next 
month’s foreign ministers’ meet­ 
ing to give some hint of the real 
Soviet attitude toward a top-level 
meeting which would make a 
»sincere attempt at .settling world 
tcn.sions 
Some of the more cynical diplo­ 


mats. however, privately express 
the thought that the Russians w ill 
hold out an olive branch at the 
foreign ministers' meeting to en­ 
courage 
the 
summit meeting, 
talked about for some time this 
summer. 
To these seasoned foreign ob­ 
servers, 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
is 
anxious to attend another top- 
lever meeting to increase his own 
stature internally and among the 
Communist and uncommitted na­ 
tions of the world. 
However, they are still of the 
belief that events rather than 
negotiation will be the instrument 
which ultimately removes world 
tensions. 
They admit a summit meeting 
is probably though not certain. 
However, they insist that it will 
come to naught. a»s did the tojv- 
level conference in Geneva in 
1955. 


Chancellor Adenauer would not 
have been able to stay in office 
as long as he has if he did not 
have the continuing support of 
the German people. 
Likewise. 
President Eisenhower would not 
have been able to persist in his 
policies of the last several years 
had he not retained the over­ 
whelming support of the people 
as manifested in poll after poll 
of American public opinion. 
Men may depart, but principle.s 
live on 
The policy of the United 
States toward Soviet Russia is 
rooted in bitter experience. 
Al­ 
len Dulles, the head of the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency, said on 
Wednesday in a speech at New 
Orleans that Soviet agreements 
“ are not worth the paper they 
are written on.” He added 
“ Those who feel we can buy 
peace 
by 
compromise 
with 
Khrushchev are sadly deluded. 
Each concession we give him 
merely strengthens his position 
and prestige and the ability of 
the Soviet regime to continue its 
domination of the Russian people, 
whose friendship w seek.” 
There arc all sorts of theories 
about the Soviet purpose in stir­ 
ring up the German crisis but, 
while the appeasers talk of »satis­ 
fying the Soviets on the status 
of Berlin, the Communists are 
actively completing their con­ 
quest of the oil-rich regions of 
the Middle East. 
As the world 
Lcuscs on West Berlin, the real 
exten.'-ion of Communist power 
is going on in the Arab world. 
When will the people of the 
Western countries awake to the 
double game that the Soviets 
have been playing as they divert­ 
ed attention from the Middle East 
by creating a crisis in West 
Berlin'.’ To appease this kind of 
adversary anywhere is to in­ 
crease the danger of a general 
war.

Mexico, of which 78.8 per cent 
comes from the USA; plus a 
steady, healthy growth of local 
industry. It has helped to make 
Mexico City the biggest in all 
Latin 
America — bigger 
than 
Buenos Aires or Rio de Janeiro 
—close behind Chicago as the 
third largest city in the Western 
Hemisphere. 
Rags To Riches 
. * 
Mexico is also one of the few 
places outside the USA where 
you can start from rags and 
graduate to riches, as did. for 
instance. Cesar Balsa, the for­ 
mer hotel bellhop in Barcelona, 
.Spain, who now owns five hotels 
in Mexico. Migrating to .Mexico 
a little over 10 years ago. Balsa 
now owns the fabulous El Presi­ 
dent hotels in Mexico City and 
Acapulco, plus three others, and 
will 
soon 
operate 
the 
Maria 
Isabel. 
This is the 600-room palace 
being built by Simon Patino, the 
Bolivian tin king, in honor of his 
daughter Maria Isabel. Patino is 
financing this, the biggest hotel 
in Latin America, and will lease 
it to Balsa, the son of a hotel 
barber in Barcelona, who began 
life as a bellhop and now oper­ 
ates the biggest hotel chain in 
.Mexico. 
Incidentally, more and more 
American conventions are com­ 
ing to Mexico, and Balsa has al­ 
ready hooked conventions for the 
year 1961. 
The real reason for Mexico's 
present bustling system of free 
enterprise is that the revolution 
now convulsing Cuba hit Mexico 
40 years ago. A whole series of 
revolutions churned .Mexico at 
that time, expropriated American 
ranches and oil companies, upset 
the reigning oligarchy, quarreled 
with the Catholic Church, and 
.subjected the country to an up­ 
heaval not unlike the Russian 
revolution. 
That upheaval has now settled 
down to a one-party, slightly left 
of 
center 
government 
which 
leans toward labor and hasn’t 
seen a revolution in years. 
Schoolteacher President 
Newly elected President .Adolfo 
Lopez Mateos is a former school­ 
teacher and socialist who has 
fought for the rights of labor; 
and it was predicted he would 
be an easy touch for some of 


Mexico’s 
labor 
leaders. 
Parti­ 
cularly 
it was 
predicted that 
Dometrio Vallejo, brash, tough- 
talking, pro-Communist bos.s of 
the powerful Railw'ay Workers 
Federation, would have hi.s way. 
Vallejo's ambition was to win 
control of the entire Mexican 
labor movement. Instead he now 
finds himself in jail. Also in jail 
for a time were Pedro Garcia 
Zcndcjas and in leaders of the 
Telephone Union who started an 
illegal strike to fry to force the 
Labor Department to recognize 
them as leaders of the Telephone 
Workers Unioii. 
Labor unions in Mexico are 
part of the government, which 
his both advantages and disad­ 
vantages. The big disadvantage 
is that you can't strike against 
the 
government—at 
least 
not 
against President Lopez Mateos, 
despite his long friendship for 
labor. 
What happened was that when 
Vallejo and other railway work­ 
ers tried to tie up the Mexican

This, in the 
eyes of President Lopez Mateos 
was not just an ordinary strike, 
but a carefully planned attempt 
to upset the stability of his gov­ 
ernment.

This comment, on the inade­ 
quacy of the 
.Administration's 
program 
for 
maintaining 
our 
deterrent power, was not made 
by an ignoramus, or a crisis- 
monger. or a partisan. It was 
made by the wise and moderate 
man who carries the lonely and 
terrible 
responsibility 
for 
the 
.American deterrent, the U. S. 
Strategic Air Commander, Gen. 
Thomas B. Power. 
Now 
that 
a 
much-censored 
version has been released, Gen. 
Power’s grim testimony before 
the Military Sub-Committee of 
the House .Appropriations Com­ 
mittee 
has 
already 
attracted 
s( me 
attention. 
The 
attention 
he 
been ludicrously inadequate, 
however; and almost no atten­ 
tion at all has been paid to the 
statements 
by 
Gen. 
Power 
which had the highest immediate 
significance. 
The»srt 
concerned 
the need for an air-borne alert uf 
the Strategic Air Command. 
To put this part of the Power 
testimony in a comprehensible 
context, it us necessary to note 
that the “ missile gap” has two 
pha»se.s. In the later phase, the 
United States will have .some 
intercontinental missiles in hard 
or semi-hard pads, and some 
measure of warning against the 
»Soviet 
missile-attack 
In 
this 
later phase, the busincss-asusual 
defense budget will permit the 
Sovirt.s lo gam an enormous pre­ 
ponderance of nuclear striking 
power, by permitting the Soviets 
to out-build this country in both 
long and medium range ballistic 
missiles. Concerning this later 
phase, Gen. Power in effect said 
that it was insanely imprudent 
not lo maintain a more reason­ 
able balance of striking power, 
by building more of the Atlas 
lUB.\Fs. for instance. 
In the present phase, however, 
the problem is quite different. 
This year and next year—for at 
least eighteen months and may­ 
be an even longer period—the 
United States will have no ICB.Ms 
in hard pads and no warning 
whatever against a Soviet mis- 
sile-strike. A small number of 
Atlas ICRMs will indeed become 
operational during thus 
phase. 
But these iirst .Atlas missiles will 
be “ .soft," which mi'ans, cheap, 
ea.sy targets tor Soviet missiles. 
The immediate question, there­ 
fore. IS whether the Soviets can 
produce enough ICBMs to knock 
out .America's deterrent power 
in this tir.st phase of our maxi­ 
mum “ sottncs»'-" .As ot today, 
tor instance, the Soviet.s could 
win the work! m one stroke, with 
just enough ICB.Ms to launch a 
surpri.se missile attack on about 
»50 targets in this hemisphere. 
The realistic requirement ' which 
was seriously understated in an 
earlier report in thi> space• is 
approximately 330 Soviet ICBMs. 
This 
small 
number 
of 
these 
weapons, 
plus 
the 
admitted 
Soviet stock of medium range 
missiles to cover S.AC’s overseas 
air bases, would be enough to do 
the job. 


They would be enough to do 
the job. because Gen. Power’s 
Strategic .Air Command is only 
authorized at present to main­ 
tain 
a 
fifteen-minute 
ground 
alert. This kind of alert will be 
useful when the missile-seeing 
radars of the D.MEWS system 
are at last in place, and ready 
to 
give 
S.AC 
fifteen 
minutes 
warning. But a ground alert is 
obviously worthless in the pre­ 
sent phase, when there can be 
no warning whatever against a 
Soviet missile-strike. 
The only possible remedy, the 
only thing that can be done now. 
is to run a continuous air-borne 
alert. If a maximum percentage 
of S.AC’s bombers are always in 
the air. ready to go, and beyond 
reach of a surprise missile strike, 
the entire American deterrent 
can never be knocked out. But 
since the problem of the air­ 
borne alert began to be duscus- 
sed, the great men of the Penta­ 
gon have been pouring out the 
customary flood of lies, inspiring

After all, Puerto 
Rico has four times the population of Hawaii. It 
is much closer to the U. S. mainland. 
Nevertheless, the answer to Puerto Rican 
statehood, just now. is No. It is No not so much 
because of opposition in Washington (though 
Congress might balk at the five or six Puerto 
Rican members of the House to which the island 
as a state would be entitled because of its 
population). 


The answer is No primarily because most 
Puerto Ricans themselves evidently prefer their 
Commonwealth self-government — instituted in 
1952—to statehood. 
In the islands 1956 elec­ 
tions, the pro Commonwealth party of Gov. Luis 


Munoz Marin, the Popular Democrats, achieved 
63 percent of the popular vote. 


The party that stands for statehood, even 
if it did double its proportion of the 1952 vote, 
was held down to 25 per cent in 1956. 
(The 
pro-independence party got only 1 2 4 per cent). 
The point is that without statehood 
Puerto 
Ricans are exempt from federal income and 
other taxes. ( ‘ Taxation without representation 
in tyranny.” ) 
This exemption has helped to attract new 
industry and capital to Puerto Rico, making it 
Jess dependent on sugar Though the death rate 
is down, so is the birth rate 
The population 
pressure is relieved also by the emigration to 
the mainland that is as unrestricted under the 
Commonwealth as it would be under statehood.

Hackneyed Arguments 


Many words and phrases has* become not only 
part of the language but of the tradition of our people. 
' The Stars and Stripes Forever’* may be square talk 
to the hep-cats. but it has to do with the heart and 
soul of our national life. 


In a loiter to the editor of the Washington Post 
and Times-Herald. Abraham Fmkel objects to hack­ 
neyed argumenta, 
In fact, he is ‘ quite weary of 
repeatedly being confronted with” the smug conten­ 
tion that “ freedom of religion doe* not imply freedom 
(rom religion.” 


Ile should read the ps?( hologiat. Filch Fromm, 
who make* quite a Codo <bout the distinction be­ 
tween freedom from and freedom lo. 
Perhaps in 
(hi* distinction hr* the essence of what we may, 
lo use another hackneyed phrase, tall the American 
was of life, n0 different are American ways that 
rn my foreigners find them very disturbing and 
disorderly. Vet. we manage to get along fairly well 
despite the seeming disorder. 


“ Freedom to* does of course not mean the legal 
and moral right to do as one pleases. Were it to mean 
that, not a single newspaper could be published or 
television act shown or speech delivered. For freedom 
requires restraint. 
This was one of the problems of 
the 1940 s when we were at war. It was not possible, 
even within the widest bounds of constitutional free­ 
dom to act as a spy for another country, to m ake a 
private decision on a public m atter such as giving 
the A bomb to Soviet Russia ‘‘as a just act due an 
a ll y ” 
"Freedom from ” is more a moral than a legal 
question, as restraint always is 
When restraint col­ 
lapses and each person, in freedom, goes his own way, 
anarchy ra n take the place of order 
Such a condition 
already exists in many American homes in which a 
firs? wife. for instance, the mother of the children, 
publicly congratulates the "hom e-w recker” --to use a 
hackneyed expression—for wrecking so efficiently. 
"F reedom to” is very different from “ freedom 
from*' and here we come to Abraham Finite!*! prob­ 
lem 
For what he desires, according to his letter, is 
respect for nonbelievers. 
He says: 
. . If we cannot respect the views of non­ 
believers because of their small numbers, it is indeed 
a very sm all step to the disrespect of any minority 
religion.” 
Actually we are not called upon to respect the 
views of “ believers” or "nonbelievers.” Each m an has 
the constitutional treedom to believe what he wishes 
to believe, but no one has the freedom to impose 
respect for anybody’s beliefs. 
This hackneyed word. 
respect, which Fmkel uses, is, of course, extremely 
important and vigorous in any moral system, but it 
is not essential to respect another m a n ’s religion any 
more than another m a n ’s point of view in politics, 
economics or blondes. In fact, if one is utterly sincere 
about what he assumes to he the truth, he must, 
because of his sincerity, oppose whatever he believes 
to be untruth. 
Tolerance for a1! ideas and beliefs 
loads to nihilism which is characteristic of the current 
Beatniks, 
For example, nobody was required to respect the 
ideas of E m m a Goldman and Alexander Bcrkman. In 
fact, respect for such ideas was m ade illegal and 
those who do may be imprisoned as anarchists. Is it 
required for a devout believer in a God who controls 
the universe and all that is therein to give way before 
the atheist or agnostic? 


We suffer today not from intolerance hut from 
excessive tolerance. We hive permitted our edu­ 
cational system to be watered down to meet the 
reouiremenls of the dullest and slowest on some 
notion of the equality of intelligenee, until at this 
moment, we have discovered ourselves in peril of 
mass ignorance, perhaps best described in “ LIT 
Abner" when the stalwart galoot does not know 
the deference between Home, the traditional ren­ 
ter of Western humanism, and its namesake in 
Georgia. 


There is too much history on the side of destroyed 
civilizations not to recognize the perils of syncretism 
which ends up in a kind of intellectual roek-n-roll. 
Those who are frightfully worried about the "s ep ara­ 
tion of church and state." might give some thought. 
to the collapse of the American family, the increase 
in divorce, the enormous increase of out-of-wedlock 
births, the rise in juvenile crim es and ask whether 
religion, even as a functional tool of propriety, might 
not yet save our society.

Appeasement Would Increase Danger Of War 


WASHINGTON - Konrad Ade­ 
n au e r’s proposed resignation as 
Chancellor of the West G erm an 
Republic is being hailed errone­ 
ously in some parts of the world, 
particularly 
England, 
as

forerunner of a change in policy 
by his country. 
The cry is heard 
that he bad been "inflexible” or

words often applied to the posture 
of Jolin ' ’osier Dubes, the A m er­ 
ican Secretary of State.

These 
are the people who still have 
faith in the Communist promises 
or the Soviet signatures on agree­ 
ments. 
It s strange how m any influen­ 
tial persons on the Western side

to have been duped by 
Soviet promises even in the face 
of

Mr. Adenauer himself in his 
latest address to the people of

"I have sometimes asked m y ­

tions between the British people 
and the G erm an people, and for

To these seasoned foreign ob­ 
servers, 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
is 
anxious to attend another top- 
lever meeting to increase his own 
stature internally and among the 
Communist and uncommitted na­ 
tions of the world 
However, they are still of the 
belief that events rather than 
negotiation will be the instrument 
which ultimately removes world 
tensions. 
They admit a summit meeting 
is probably 
though not certain. 
However, they insist that it will 
come to naught, as did the top- 
level conference in Geneva 
in 
1955. 


Chancellor Adenauer would not 
have been able to stay in office 
as long as he has if he did not 
have the continuing support of 
the G erm an people 
Likewise. 
President Eisenhower would not 
have been able to persist in his 
policies of the last several years 
had he not retained the over­ 
whelming support of the people 
as manifested in poll after poll 
of American public opinion. 


Men m ay depart, but principles 
live on 
The policy of the United 
States toward Soviet Russia is 
rooted in bitter experience. 
Al­ 
len Dulles, the head of the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency, said on 
Wednesday in a speech at New 
Orleans that Soviet agreem ents 
" a r e not worth the paper they 
a re written on." 
He added 
"Those who feel we can buy 
peace 
by 
compromise 
with 
Khrushchev are sadly deluded. 
E ach concession 
we give him 
m erely strengthens his position 
and prestige and the ability of 
the Soviet regime to continue its 
domination of the Russian people, 
whose friendship w 
seek.” 
There are all sorts of theories 
about the Soviet purpose in stir­ 
ring up the G erm an crisis but, 
while the appeasers talk of satis­ 
fying the Soviets on the status 
of Berlin, the Communists are 
actively 
completing 
their 
con­ 
quest of the oil-rich regions of 
the Middle East. 
As the world 
Lo uses on West Berlin, the real 
extension of Communist 
power 
is going on in the Arab world 
When will the people of the 
Western countries awake to the 
double 
gam e 
that the 
Soviets 
have been playing as they divert­ 
ed attention from the Middle East 
by 
creating 
a 
crisis 
in 
West 
B erlin1 
To appease this kind of 
adversary 
anywhere 
is 
to 
in­ 
crease the danger of a general 
war.
